As far as the powder coat goes, yes it is baked on. It is applied at a 7-15 mil thickness, but is usually closer to 
15. We have to put 7 in there, as it’s hand applied and not always 15 mils thick (some of our direct competitors 
brag about a 4 mil thick coat, if that gives you any idea how thick ours is). It’s a super durable marine grade 
powder that we use, as well. That means that it is meant to hold up well against water and it doubles the time it 
takes for the color to fade compared to a standard powder coat (that’s the “super durable” part).
